BOCK REVIEW 


THE COINS OF THE ARMENIAN KINGS OF CILICIA, by A. A. Ebeyan, Beirut, 
Lebanon, 1973, 127 pp, ills. Bilingual, in Armenian and English. 


The French numismatist V. Langlois introduced Armenian coins to 
the Europeans in 1855. 1892 was a milestone in the study of Cilician 
Armenian coinage. In Vienna "Classification of Roupenian Coins" of 
Sibilian was published. For the first time the coins of Cilician 
Armenia were attributed and classified according to the rulers. This 
classic treatise became the cornerstone of Armenian numismatics. 
Twenty five years later in Petersbourg, Gamalov-Chouraev proved this 
by publishing in Russian the "Classification of Roupenian Coins 
(According to Sibilian)". Seventy years later from Sibilian's book 
the study of Cilician Armenian coinage registered a new climax due 
Dr. P. Z. Bedoukian. In 1962 and 1963 his "Coinage of Cilician 
Armenia" was published first in English and later in Armenian. The 
untiring pen of the same author produced many other articles scat- 
tered in various journals which were to be published in 1971 as 
"Medieval Armenian Coins". F. Au. Sekoulian, a Mekhitarist priest 
from Vienna, penned a series of articles on Cilician Armenian coins. 
During the past ten years his articles on "Armenian Coins Struck in 
Ayas" and "Stepane or Stefane?" (both in Armenian) remain noteworthy. 
Due to his efforts we know that in addition to Sis and Tarsus mints, 
Cilician coins have been struck also in Ayas. Some of author's views 
are controversial but have the noble intention of trying to search 
the truth. In Armenia, Kh. A. Mousheghian's article, dedicated to 
the gold coin of Levon the Great (From Hermitage museum) is interest- 
ing. M. Y. Karapetian's article represents special interest on the 
coin of Prince Toros. 

In Beirut, "The Coins of Armenian Kings of Cilicia" by numismatist 
£. &, Ebeyan was published in 1973. The book is prepared in bilingual 
form, Armenian and English so that it may be more accessible to the 
public.

They include all the 
kings: Levon I to Levon V. At the end a brief biography of Prof. A. 
Ebeyan is given. We like to offer the following critical comments: 

1. The baronial coins and gold coins of Cilician Armenia are left out. 

2. The descrintion of coin and metrology is missing. 

3. The chronological data tables is missing. 

4. The major accomplishment details of each king is missing from 

his brief biography. 

5. Bibliography is missing.
